“Owe Bonus,” Capper Says. 
WASHINGTON,

nouncing his support of the soldiers* 
bonus

square deal for the boys who did the 
fighting, Senator 
Capper, 
Republi­ 
can, Kansas, told the senate today 
that “w’ar profiteers and peace prof­ 
iteers owe a bonus to the soldiers.’* 
“There 
is 
no 
better 
guarantee 
against militarism 
than 
to require 
the men wrho profit out of war to 
pay for it,” he said. “Those who re­ 
mained at home made enough here 
in the United States to enable us to 
pay muny times over the debt W’e 
owe to the men w’ho fought our bat­ 
hes. 
Wall Street wants to pay it 
with a sales tax, which would 
be 
paid largely by the 
farmers, 
the 
laboring people, and others in the 
form of a tax on food and clothing 
and other necessities. 
“Profiteering during the war 
pro­ 
duced one American millionaire for 
every three American soldiers killed 
in France. 
I would like to see the 
government recover the hundreds of 
millions of dollars stolen 
from 
the 
treasury by the crooks and grafters 
wrho profiteered off the government 
in war contracts, and then use that 
money to pay the soldiers bonus. 
“Then there’s another way we can. 
raise the money. 
Let’s go after the 
billions that the 
foreign 
govern­ 
ments cw’e us, collect the 
interest 
promptly and pay it to our soldiers. 
There i3 no use disguising the fact 
that our international bankers want 
us to wipe out this foreign debt. 
It 
will make their 
foreign 
securities 
that much stronger. If wre decline to 
cancel this debt these governments 
probably will try 
to borrow 
more 
money from us to pay us what they 
owe. 
So far as I am concerned. I 
will never vote to cancel one dollar. 
of that debt, and I w’ill never vote 
to lend another dollar of government 
funds to any foreign nation.” 
Senator Capper said the most pow­ 
erful influence against

was the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, w’hich he charged 
had 
taken a referendum of its member­ 
ship not upon the measure

congress, but upon a measure of its 
own “concocting.”

the proposition,” he cor .inned, “and a 
large proportion of these votes came 
fiom the largest centers of industry.

^Various expedients have been adopted by 
different towns with a view to including 
doctors to settle there, but so far little suc­ 
cess has attended these efforts. One town 
bf a thousand people, surrounded on three 
sides by towns without physicians, has at­ 
tracted three different physicians in the 
course of the year, but not one of them has 
stayed. 
Presumably this is because it is 
bot possible for the physicians to make a 
living. 
One of them says so. 
Well-to-do 
people, he complains, run off to city doc­ 
tors for treatment, leaving the poorer class­ 
es for the country doctor to treat at a loss. 
They call in the country doctor only at 
flight or in very bad weather. 
I Another explanation of the difficulty of 
securing doctors in these country towns is 
{lie lack of hospital facilities and profes­ 
sional associations. 
Dr. Pritchett, of the 
Carnegie Foundation, stresses this theory. 
Ii is argued that nowadays when the re­ 
quirements of a medical education are so 
much higher than they used to be a doctor 
who has spent several years at college, and 
at least four years at a medical college, and 
who has probably been at great expense 
to secure his education, is not willing to 
bury himself in the country, cut off from 
any opportunity to keep abreast of the pro­ 
gress so constantly taking place in medi­ 
cine and surgery. He is afraid that he will 
get out of touch and will go to seed. 
Dr. 
Pritchett's idea is that the way to serve 
small towns and the country districts here­ 
after is through the establishment of hos­ 
pitals in the larger towns which are cen­ 
trally located. These hospitals, it is urged, 
serve as medical centers and three or four 
doctors would be able to take care of the 
health of people living in a considerable 
area of surrounding territory. 
This, surely, would be an admirable solu­ 
tion of the problem, wherever it can be 
made to work. It has its difficulties, how­ 
ever. 
One of these difficulties is to make 
such a hospital pay. It may earn its way 
and support the doctors and nurses con­ 
nected with it and it may not. Another dif­ 
ficulty is to secure nurses. 
Unless the 
equipment of the hospital is modern in all 
respects and unless the number of beds is 
fairly large it would not be possible to give 
a nurse in training that experience which 
she would be able to secure at some large 
institution. It comes down, therefore, to a 
question of whether such hospitals can be 
underwritten either out of the public treas­ 
ury or by private bequests. 
Dr. Pritchett 
urges that this is a wonderful field for be­ 
nevolence. It will be interesting to see how 
attractive it proves to those who are able 
to indulge in the delightful experience of 
giving away money with a lavish hand.
